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INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

The interview summary submitted with applicant’s Request for Reconsideration 
filed 1 1/19/2006 is reiterated separately below for the examiner’s convenience. 



Applicant would like to thank Examiner Sherr for her helpful suggestions during a 
telephonic interview held on November 14, 2006. The substance of the interview is 
reiterated below to satisfy the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.133(b). 

Prior to the interview, applicant submitted a proposed amendment to Claim 10 
and supporting remarks to the examiner via a fax transmitted November 8, 2006. 

During the interview the proposed amendments to Claim 10 were discussed, the 
amendments reciting in part a list of stolen and missing merchandise comprising a record 
of identifiers of RFID tags corresponding to unsold merchandise no longer in the store’s 
inventory record. The examiner agreed that the Chung reference (U.S. Pat. App. Pub. 

No. 2003/0209601) fails to teach the proposed amendments to the claim, and indicated 
that favorable consideration will be given the proposed amendment pending further 
review of the relevant art. 
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
